DROUTH 1S BROKEN 


BY HEAVY RAINS 
AGKOSS MIDWEST 


Windstorm 
Damage in Iowa, South 
Dakota, However, Is Re- 
ported Severe. 


By the Associated Press. 

Long pent-up rains, unloosed in 
torrential quantities, washed away 
some drouth worries along a_ broad 
area from the upper lakes region to 
the Pacific coast Friday, but in cer- 
tain sections the downpour merely 
etched deeper the worry wrinkles on | 
the brow of agriculture. 

Meanwhile, in Washington, a gov- 
ernment crop report forecast a wheat | 
crop of not more than 500,000,000 
bushels—the smallest sinee 1893. 

Rejoici.a@ over the break in the 
drouth was tempered by windstorm 
and flood damage in Iowa and South 
Dakota. In northwest Iowa much 
damage was caused by soil erosion. 


Meantime, President Roosevelt set | 
the proposed | 


$50,000,000 | of 
$525,000,000 drouth relief appropria- 
tion for the aid of citizens in cities 
affected by the water shortage. The 
message requesting the appropriation 
will be sent to congress today. 

The sudden turn in the weather 
brought death to four persons. A 
farmer and his son were ‘crushed to 
death near Tripp, 8S. D., when a large 
barn, wrecked by a twister, crashed 
upon them. Another farmer was kill- 
ed near Mitchell, 8S. D. An unidenti- 
fied man was killed by a motorist who 
said he was blinded by the rainstorm, 

Iowa Hit by Floods. 

The downpour brought flood con- 
ditions to northwestern Iowa. Tons of 
loose top soil were washed from the 
upland areas. Homes in the lowlands 
were endangered by floods and the 
washing out of railroad tracking tem- 
| porarily heited traffic. 

Scores of families fled their homes 
when the Floyd river left its banks 
' and covered a mile-wide area in the 
east part of Sioux City, Jowa. Rains 


of four inches were reported at Shel-| 
‘don and Spencer, Iowa, but the cen- 
tral and eastern parts of the state 
/ were still 


in the clutches of 
drouth. 

One expert put a valuation of $50,- 
000,000 on the benefit done by the 


downpour in North Dakota, and near- 


ly every section of the Dakotas and 


Minnesota received crop reviving 
rains. Windstorms accompanied the 
deluge in southeastern Minnesota and 
eastern South Dakota. Pastures, corn 
and garden crops benefited greativ, 
but small grain in the northwest was 
said to be practically beyond redemp- 
tion. 
Heavy Minnesota Rains. 

Rains totaled from three to three 
and one-half inches in southwestern 
Minnesota. University farm experts 
said that normal precipitation should 
give the state an adequate feed crop 
te tide its live stock over the winter. 
They said chances were good for a 
fair corn crop. One said continued 
regular rain was needed to save the 
late crops of small grain from the 
destruction which overtook the first 
ones, 

The drouth appeared to be broken) 
in northeastern Nebraska, where rains | 
have continued for several days. Corn 
and hay were reported in good el 
dition there. Thursday night's rain | 
covered most of eastern Nebraska but | 
that area needed much more rain. 
Small grains in the state were gen- 
erally poor or a failure. 

Windmills, barns and other build-' 
ings were wrecked and trees uprooted | 
in sections swept by wind and rain 
around Yankton, S. D. Some stock 
was killed and many farm buildings 
damaged by a twister from the vicin- 
ity of Santee Agency, Neb., which 
swept across the ig er river north- 
eastward to Tabor, 8. D. 

Oil Firms Lend Pumps. 

Pumps loaned by oil 
were put to work in the northern 
part of Kansas, which failed to share 
in the downpours, to draw water from 
streams for live stock. A _ three-mile 
pipe line was being laid from the 
water supply to 
the Franco mine No. 1 after the 
drouth had emptied the mine's res- 


ervoir and forced abandonment of/|, 


operations. 
Little or no rain fell in the cen- 


tral valley region.

Kaplan, who resides at 979 Wash- 
ington street, had just stepped out 
of the B. & A. Dairy, his place of 
business at 354 Central avenue, 
when a large automobile with four 
white men in it, drew up to the 
sidewalk. 


They told Kaplan they were offi- 
cers and had a warrant for him. 
Kaplan entered the car, which imme- 
diately drove off at a rapid rate 
and has not been seen since. Jim 
Glenn, negro, of 522 Cohen street, 
fin employe at the dairy, witnessed 
| the abduction. 

K. Kaplan, father of the abducted 
| youth, in reporting the affair to po- 
| lice, said that a week or two ago a 
brick with a warning attached, was 
| thrown through the window of his 
dairy. Sinee then, he said, they 
have received several other anony- 
mous warnings. 

The warnings charged that’ the 
Kaplans were selling milk below the 
price agreed upon by a group of milk 
dealers here and threatened “worse” 
if the agreed price scale was not ob- 
served in the future. 

Several dairy operators, both city 
retailers and milk producers in De- 
Kalb county and other areas near 
Atlanta, have reccived similar warn- 
ings and in some instances milk and 
cream has been poured on the ground 
by unidentified “night riders,” while} 
sticks of dynamite have been dis- | 
covered in several milk houses and 
cattle barns. 

Officers of DeKalb county, Fulton 
county and the eities of Atlanta and 
Decatur have sought to trace the 
purchasers of dynamite and conduct- 
ed other channels of investigation, 
but so far have been unable to re- 
port any progress.

bitter denunciation tonight from the 


insurgent union element soon after he 


had won from executives of the in- 


dustry concessions toward a _ settle- 


ment. 
“We are done with you and your 


Iron and Steel Institute board,” read 


an open message addressed to John- 
son by members of the “rank and 
file’ group of local officers of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers, after they 
had listened to a radio address by 
the administrator in which he hit 
back at them for recent personal at- 
tacks, 
Go to President. 

“Tomorrow we go to the president 
to place before him an _ honest, 
straightforward plan for settlement. 
Having seen the president, who saw 
the steel magnates earlier this week, 
we shall z0 home to our lodges pre- 
pared to fight for that ‘pure recogni- 
tion’ of the right of collective bar- 
gaining that you scorned.” 

Just before Johnson delivered his 
address he had made public the ad- 
ministration-shaped plan agreed to 
and offered by the Iron and Steel In- 
stitute calling for creation of a neu- 
tral board of three to pass on labor 
disputes, supervise elections, arbi- 
trate differences and generally watch 
for protection of workers’ interests in 
the exercise of their organization and 
collective bargaining rights under 
the NRA.

PASADENA, Cal., June 8.—(?)— 
Less than a week ago, Dorothy Dell, 
Hollywood's newest screen luminary, 
voiced the trouper’s superstition 
there would be another death soon 
in Hollywood's movie colony, bécause 
actors’ deaths come in threes. 

“They always say that’ when death 
comes to one actor it comes to two 
others before very long,” the 19-year- 
old husky-voiced, blonde actress mused 
aloud as she was talking with friends 
on the day of memorial services for 
Lew Cody. 

“There was Lilyan Tashman, and 
now Lew Cody—I wonder who will 
be the next.” 

Miss Dell was next. She was kill- 
ed early today when the automobile 
in which she was riding plnnged off 
the highway near here, mowed down 
a telephone pole, caromed off a palm 
tree, and rammed into a boulder. 

She was killed almost instantly. Her 

escort, Dr. Carl Wagner, prominent 
young physician, received injuries that 
eaused his death a few hours later. 
The automobile was crumpled to about 
half its normal Jength. 
_ Clipped off at its base by the speed- 
ing car, the telephone pole fell across 
the thoroughfare. Dr. Wagner was 
thrown clear, but Miss’ Dell was 
pinned in the wreckage. 

Miss Dell’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Elbert L. Goff, formerly of New Or- 
leans, and their younger daughter, 
Helen, sped to the hospital where the 
actress was taken. 

The tragedy ended a brief but spec- 
tacular career on stage and screen. 
As a native of Hattiesburg, Miss., the 
blonde-haired girl went to New Or- 
leans, entered a beauty contest in 1929 
and took second place, 

_In_ 1930, she entered the interna- 
tional beauty show by winning first 
place in a local contest. The show 


went broke and she financed her own 
way to Galveston, Texas, where she 
was designated as ‘Miss America” 
and finally as “Miss Universe.” 

She toured a vaudeville circuit, 
playing a minof role. Then the late 

orengz Ziegfeld saw her and she 
reached his “Follies.” She became a 
hit almost overnight. The “Follies” 
closed and Dorothy Dell went to the 
night clubs. Again her star was dim. 
but only for a while. Next she was 
in Hollywood with a movie contract. 

Miss Dell became a potential star- 
threat in “Wharf Angel.” One of her 
last outstanding works was in “Little 
Miss Marker.” which, perhaps iron- 
ically, opens its showing tomorrow in 
New Orleans, where she started her 
march to fame. 

Her third picture, “Shoot the 
Works,” had just been completed and 
Dorothy had been to a party last 
night celebrating a preview a few 
hours before the accident occurred.

Text of Roosevelt’s Appeal | 
| For Greater Human Security 


WASHINGTON, June 8&—(AP)— 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
message to congress, outlining a 
three-fold attack on the problems 
of human security, follows: 

To the congress of the United 
States : 

You are completing a work begun 
in March, 1933, which will be regard- 
ed for a long time as a splendid jus- 
tification of the vitality of represent- 
ative government. I greet you and ex- 
press once more my appreciation of 
the co-operation which has proved 80 
effective. 

Only a small number of the items 
of our program remain to be enact 
and I am confident that you will pass 
on them before adjournment. Many 
other pending measures are sound in 
conception, but must, for lack of time 
or of adequate information, be defer- 
red to the session of the next con- 
gress. In the meantime, we can well 
seek to adjust many of these meas- 
ures into certain large plans of gov- 
ernment policy for the future of the 
nation. 

Confident in Future. 

You and J, as the responsible direc- 
tors of these policies and actions, may, 
with good reason, look to the future 
with confidence, just as we may look 
to the past 15 months with reason- 
able satisfaction. 

On the side of relief we have ex- 
tended material aid to millions of our 
fellow citizens. 

On the side of recovery we have 
helped to lift agriculture and indus- 
try from a condition of utter prostra- 


tion. 
Must Block Recurrence. 


But, in addition to these immediate 
tasks of relief and recovery we have 
properly, necessarily and with over- 
whelming approval determined to 
safeguard these tasks by rebuilding 
many of the structures of our eco- 
nomic life and of reorganizing it in 
order to prevent a recurrence of col- 
lapse. 

It is childish to speak of recovery 
first and reconstruction afterward. In 
the very nature of the processes of 
recovery we must avoid the destructive 
influences of the past. We have 
shown the world that democracy has 
within it the elements necessary to 
its own salvation. 

Less hopeful countries where the 
ways of democracy are very new may 
revert to the autocracy of yesterday. 
The American people can be trusted 
to decide wisely upon the measures to 
be taken by the government to elim- 
inate the abuses of the past and to 
proceed in the direction of the great- 
er good for the greater number. 

No New Values. 

Our task of reconstruction does 
not require the creation of new and 
strange values. It is rather the find- 
ing of the way once more to known, 
but to some degree forgotten, ideals 
and values. If the means and details 
are in some instances new, the objec- 
tives are as permanent as human na- 
ture. 

Security First. 

Among our objectives I place the 
security of the men, women and chil- 
dren of the nation first. 

This security for the individual and 
for the family concerns itsetf pri- 
marily with three factors. People want 
decent homes to live in: they want 
to -locate them where they can en- 
gage in productive work; and they 
want some safeguard against misfor- 
tunes which cannot be wholly: elim- 
inated in this man-made world of 
ours, 

In a simple and primitive civiliza- 
tion homes were to be had for the 
building. The bounties of nati} ‘in 
a new land provided crude biff ade- 
quate food and shelter. When land 
failed, our ancestors moved on to bet- 
ter land. It was always possible to 
push back the frontier, but the fron- 
tier has now disappeared. Our ‘task 
involves the making of a better liv- 


ing out of the lands that we have. 


Government Aid Needed, 

So also, security was attained in 
the earlier days through the inter- 
dependence of members of families 
upon each other and of the families 
within a small community upon each 
other. The complexities of great com- 
munities and of organized industry 
make less real these simple means cf 
security. Therefore, we are com- 
pelled to employ the active interest of 
the nation as a whole through govern- 
ment in order td encourage a greater 
security for eAch individual who com- 
poses it.. 

With the full co-operation of the 
have aiready made a 
serious attack upon the problem of 
housing in our great cities. Millions 
of dollars have been appropriated for 
housing projects by federal and local 
authorities, often wich the generous 
assistance of private owners. The task 
thus begun must be pursued for many 
years to come. There is ample private 
money for sound housing projects; 
and the congress, in a measure now 
before you, can stimulate the lending 
of money for the modernization of 
existing homes and the building of 
new homes. In pursuing this policy 
we are working toward the ultimate 
objective of making it possible for 
American families to live as Ameri- 
cans should. 


Must Readjust Population. 


In regard to the second factor, eco- 
nomic circumstances and the forces 
of nature themselves dictate the need 
of constant thought as to the means 
by which a wise government may help 
the necessary readjustment of the 
population. We cannot fail to act 
when hundreds of thousands of fam- 
ilies live where there is no reasonable 
prospect of a liying im ‘the years to 
come. This is especially a national 
problem. Unlike most of the leading 
nations of the world, we have so far 
failed to create a national policy for 
the development of our land and water 
resources and for their better use by 
those people who cannot make a liv- 
ing in their present positions. Only 
thus can we permanently eliminate 
many millions of people from the re- 
lief rolls on which their names are 
now found, 

The extent of the usefulness of our 
great natural inheritance of land and 
water depends on our mastery of it. 


We are now so organized that science

We have learned

deserts, to recreate forests and to re- 


direct the flow of population. Until 

recently we have proceeded almost at 

random, making many mistakes, 
Illustrations of Necessity. 


There are many illustrations of the 
necessity for such planning. Some sec- 
tions of the northwest and southwest 
which formerly existed as grazing 
land were spread over with a fair crop 
of grass. On this land the water table 
lay a dozen or 20 feet below the 
surface, and phage arrived settlers put 
this land under the plow. Wheat was 
grown by dry farming methods. But in 
many of these places today the water 
table under the land has dropped te 
50 or 60 feet below the surface and 
the top soil in dry seasons is blown 
away like driven snow. Falling rain, 
in the absence of grass roots, filters 
through the soil, runs off the surface, 
or is quickly reabsorbed into the at- 
mosphere. Many million acres of such 
land must be restored to grass or trees 
if we are to prevent a new and man- 
made Sahara. 

Too Much Water. 


At the other extreme,.. there are 
regions originally ‘arid which have

been generously irrigated by human 
engineering. ut in some of these 
places the hungry soil has not only 
absorbed the water necessary to pro- 
vide magnificent crops, but so much 
more water that the water table has 
now risen to the point of saturation, 
thereby threatening the future crops 
upon which many families depend. 

Human knowledge is great enough 
today to give us assurance of success 
in carrying through the abandonment 
of many millions of acres for agri- 
cultural use and the replacing of 
these acres with others on which at 
least a living can be earned. 

The rate of speed that we can nse- 
fully employ in this attack on im- 
possible social and economic condi- 
tions must be determined by business- 
like procedure. It would be absurd 
to undertake too many projects at 
once or to do a patch of work here 
and another there without finishing 
the whole of an individual project. 
Obviously, the government cannot un- 
dertake national projects in every one 
of the 435 congressional districts, nor 
even in every one of the 48 states. 
The magnificent conception of na- 
tional realism and national needs 
that this congress has built up has 
not only set an example of large 
vision for all time, but has almost 
consigned to oblivion our ancient 
habit of pork-barrel legislation; to 
that we cannot and must not revert. 
When the next congress conrenes I 
hope to able to present to it a 
carefully considered national plan, 
covering the development and the use 
of our national resources of land and 
water over a longer period of years. 

To Cut Relief Costs. 

In considering the cost of such a 
program it must be clear to all of us 
that for many years to come we shall 
be engaged in the task of rehabilitat- 
ing many hundreds of thousands of 
onr American families. In so doing 
we shall be decreasing future costs 
for the direct relief of destitution. I 
hope that it will be possible for the 
government to adopt as a clear policy 
to be carried out over a long period, 
the appropriation of a large, definite, 
annual sum so that work may proceed 
year after year not under the urge 
of temporary expediency, but in pur- 
suance of the well-considered rounded 
objective. 

The third factor relates to security 
against the hazards and vicissitudes 
of life. Fear and worry based on un- 
known danger contribute to social un- 
rest and economic demoralization. If, 
as our constitution tells us, our fed- 
eral government was established 
among other things “to promote the 
general welfare,” it is our plain duty 
to provide for that security upon 
which welfare depends. 

Next winter we may well under- 
take the great task of furthering the 
security of the citizen and his fam- 
ily through social insurance. 

Not Untried Experiment. 

This is not an untried experiment. 
Lessons of experience are available 
from states, from industries and from 
many nations of the civilized world. 
The various types of social insurance 
are inter-related; and I think it is 
difficult: to attempt to solve them 
piecemeal, Hence, I am looking for a 
sound means which I can recommend 
to provide at once security against 
several of the great disturbing factors 
in life—especially those which relate 
to unemployment and old age. I be- 
lieve there should be a maximum of 
co-operation between states and the 
federal government. I believe that 
the funds necessary to provide this 
insurance should be raised by con- 
tribution rather than by an increase 
in’ general taxation, Abore all, I am 
convinced that social insurance should 
be national in scope, although the sev- 
eal states should meet at least a 
large portion of the cost.of manage- 
ment, leaving to the federal govern- 
ment the responsibility of- investing, 
maintaining and safeguarding the 
funds constituting the necessary in- 
surance reserves. 

Survey Being Made. 


I have commenced to make, with 
the greatest care, the necessary ac- 
tuarial and other studies for the for- 
mulation of plans for the considera- 
tion of the 74th congress. 

These three great objectives—the se- 
curity of the home, the security of 
livelihood, and the security of social 
insurance are, it seems to me, & mini- 
mum of the promise that we can offer 
to the Ameritan people. They consti- 
tute a right which belongs to every in- 
dividual and every family willing to 
work. They -are the essential fulfill- 
ment of measures already taken to-

England’s Role. 


During the war officers of the Brit- 
ish intelligence service conceived the 
idea to rouse the Arabs against their 
Turkish overlords. Caravans loaded 
with newly minted sovereigns left for 
Mecca and the Arabic interior. It 
took a few months’ persuasion but 
finally the tribes agreed and the “Re- 
volt in the Desert” was an accom- 
plished fact. The Arabs were prom- 
ised an empire of federated states. 
with Arabic kings on the thrones of 
Bagdad, Damascus and Jerusalem. It 
was a grandiose scheme. Two things 
interfered with its realization. Un- 
beknownst to the intelligence service, 
the foreign office gave out the Bal- 
four declaration which spoke of turn- 
ing Palestine, one of the Arabic coun- 
tries, into a homeland for the Jews. 
The intelligence officers, old acquain- 
tances of mine, have never forgiven 
the foreign office that “error.” 

The second rock gn which the dream 
empire floundered was Syria. France, 
the chief ally of Britain, laid claim 
to Syria, in the name of French cul- 
ture, and got it. That seemed to 
have killed the empire idea completely. 
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Arabic Empire Coming. 


The victories of Ibn Saud—first 
he conquered the Nejd, secondly the 
Hedjaz kingdom, then he occupied 
Mecca and now he has conquered the 
Yeman kigdom—these victories have 
revived the empire idea. Not only 
among Arabs. British agents through- 
out the near east see that as the so- 
lution of the problems. But an Arabic 
empire means the end of French and 
British influence in the near east, 
you say? Yes, of French influence 
surely. But the Arabs have carte- 
blanche to throw France out of Syria 
and the Lebanon republic, if they can, 
in so far as Britain is concerned.

Before the Arabs set out to found 
their own empire free of all foreign 
entanglements, the British are tak- 
ing care to choose the side of the 
Arabic imperialists. The Arabic em- 
pire is to be founded under the suzer- 
ainty of Great Britain. The British 
will help the Arabs gain independence. 
Not openly. That never was Britain's 
way. Secretly, her agents are assist- 
ing the nationalists. The riots in Pal- 
estine in 1929 were instigated by 
British agents. Nobody doubts that 
any longer. England will never leave 
Palestine. Four million five hundred 
tons of oil are going to flow through 
the Haifa-Mosul pipe line within a 
few months—that’s an annual output. 
Haifa is being turned into a colossal 
war harbor.

For New Rome, June 8.—The 

new postoffice 
palace, begun during Mr. Hoover's ad- 
ministration, ig now finished and, as 
the sweepers remove the last debris 
of the construction job, the postoffice 
department is moving in. This build- 
ing is angther unit of the beautiful 
plan to build an American Rome, not 
in a day, to be sure, but to order and 
to schedule. It is part of the great 
Washington scheme which includes 
the new house office. building, the 
commerce building and buildings for 
the departments of labor, internal 
revenue, interstate commerce and 
archives. The commerce building has 
great bronze gates and’ decorative 
bronze lamps and an aquarium of 
fish, turtles and caviar. It is now 
being used by the NRA and, although 
‘it is one of the great monuments to 
the boom and seemed too big at one 
time, the NRA is beginning to spill 
over into other buildings. 

The archives building will be used 
to house a great volume of old re- 
ceipts, bills, cancelled checks and 
more sentimental papers which accu- 
mulate in the life of a government. 
These documents are now stored in 
cellars and attics all over town and it 
will be nice, though expensive, to have 
them all neatly tied with ribbons and 
sprinkled with lavendar in a_build- 
ing of their own. The interesting col- 
lection of notes from European gov- 
ernments repudiating the big debt will 
fill up the archives building and after 
a long time their I. O. U.’s probably 
will be stored there, too. However, 
these tabs are still technically regard- 
ed as assets and belong in the new, 
armor-plated vault in. the treasury, 
along with the deficit.

“We positively will not ask for fed- 
eral aid,” the publisher of the Nash- 
ville Banner said. “We feel this in- 
dustry should be developed with pri- 
vate capital.”

Foundation, Inc., who expressed his 
views in the following telegram from 
his offices in New York:

Avoiding a Force. 


It is a sound general principle in 
playing a hand with only four trumps 
that, if possible, either the closed 
hand or the Dummy trump holding 
should be left intact. In other words, 
the play should be so planned as to 
avoid, if possible, forcing both hands. 
It may be necessary to use trumps 
(generally in the Dummy) to ruff 
losers—in fact that is one of their 
great values—but if this is true then 
the Declarer should think long and 
earnestly before forcing his own hand 
as well.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER _ | 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 
The test made not long ago of the 


new Burlington “stream-line”’ train 
adds further facts on which we can 
build a view of the future of rail- 
roading. Last year a railroad tested 
the Clark Autotram, a_ streamlined 
railway passenger coach driven by 
the same sort of engine as is used 
for buses and which travels over the 
tracks at high speed much faster than 
the Twentieth Century Limited. 


The Union Pacific has tested still 
another kind of streamline train, and 
has proved that it will travel with 
high speed. 

In the Burlington test, a three-car 
train of light weight, called the 
“Zephyr,” sped between two towns in 
New Jersey, using tracks of the Read- 
ing line. During part of the journey, 
it traveled at 104 miles per hour. 

The Zephyr is driven by a Diesel- 
electric plant, and the cost of running 
it is only about 35 cents per mile. 

Tests of this kind point to the day, 
not far distant, when people will speed 
across this continent in about the 
same time now used in going by air- 
plane. Those of us who think that 
airplane travel has not yet been made 
safe enough may be able to “get 
there” just as fast. 


The lower cost of fuel probably wil! 
result in lower cost of railway travel; 


and this should lead to a far greater 
number of persons finding the joy of 
traveling. 

The managers of air lines will take 
steps to make air travel more popular. 
It is quite true that airplanes are saf- 
er today than they were a few years 
ago: but even so they have a long 
way to go. Air travel ought to be- 
come less dangerous, by far, than auto 
travel. : 

Automobiles have limited space to 
use—limited by the highways; ‘but 
airplanes have millions of cubic miles 
open to them. With the progress of 
safety in aviation, we shall be able 
to make fine use of that open space. 
Now and then there may be a col- 
lision—but such a thing should not 
take place nearly so often as on the 
highways. 

There will be conqeust of the strat- 
osphere, I feel sure. Either airplanes 
or rockets (probably both) should pass 
through the upper levels of the air: 
and within our lifetimes we may be 
able to speed across space at the rate 
of from 500 to 1,000 miles per hour. 
Going to Europe may become a mat- 
ter of a day's round-trip.

duction in other grains told in figures 

a significant story of the effect of 
the drouth. 

The crop reporting board of the 
department of agriculture said the 
nation’s wheat crop p pesbabiy would 
not exceed 500,000, bushels. 

Winter wheat production was esti- 
mated at 400,357,000 bushels, com- 
pared with a normal production of 
632,000,000 bushels. The spring wheat 
output was set at 100,000,000. bush- 
els, but was regarded as “still very 
uneertain.” due to heavy loss of 
acreage because of the drouth. 

This will mean that the United 
States will have to dip into stocks 
of stored grain, now totaling about 
260,000,000 bushels, to supply the 
normal domestic consumption of 625,- 
000,000 bushels. 


The June 1 report on crop condi- 
tions showed heavy losses of early 
grains and hay, “record low condi- 
tion” of pastures and low levels of 
milk and egg prodiction. 


Oats, barley and rye showed heavy 
losses of acreage and “exceptionally 
low” condition figures for this season 
of the year, the oats crop being esti- 
mated at less than 700,000,000 bush- 
els, the lowest since 1898. 

No comparable June in the nation’s 
history was found by the crop report- 
ing board in preparing this month’s 
analysis.
